GRAVEYARD LIZARDS.

Supcerstitions About the Chamelcons
in New Orleans Cemeteries,

On any sunshiny day In the ald
graveyards of New Orleans muy he
seen hundreds of small bright green,
slender and fragile llzards, or cham-
eleons, running over the walls of
the above ground tombs and darting
in and out among the vines and tall
grasses which grow bheiween the ser
pulchers. Seldom It i1z that uarm
comes to them. A New Orleans sn-
perstition holds that the person who
{z 50 unlucky to malm or kiil one is
sure to die within the year.

How this superstition originatsd {8
not easy to discover. It has endured
as long as the oldest Creole mammy
cun rgmomber, 2nd an old negro
doggerel thus voices tha belief:

Kill er Uzerd on de grave,
Deyain’ no charm yo' lifa kin agve,

Dire tales are told of the visita-
tion descended upon those {il starred
persons who have destroyed these
little skirmishers and, in the re-
verse, it is accounted the greatest of
good fortune should cne of them
voluntarlly eross your hand. On such
bright days when the chamelgons are
drawn out in great numbers to bask
in the warm sunshine, men and wo-
men and children, mostly negroes,
may be seen In the graveyards rest-
ing one or boith hands against a
*omb and waiting at times for hours
for a chameleon unsuspecting and
brave enough to scamper across the
patient digits. ;

Should this happen, the Iucky
one goes home in triumph, free from
fear of future witcheraft and flinging
defiance at the hoodoo doctors, whose
spells they feel they have certalnly
counteracted. In fact, so potemt Is
considered the power of the little
chameleon of the graveyard that not
even the witch doctors will harm
one, and though they use the bomes
of green lizards in the charms which
they sell to megroes thay hunt for
them in the swamps and on the lake
shore. To kill one of these is coa-
sidered no great crime against luck
and it may be added that the great
majority of chameleons which are
sold to tourists come from the
swamps and not from the grave-

yards.
